OVER HOLDINGS 
OF COX ESTATE 


Widow of Late Theatrical Man 
Disposes of Property 


From Three to Five Millions 
Involved in Transaction 


Includes Legitimate, Motion 
Picture and Vaude. Interests 


New York, July 9.—What is un- 
doubtedly the biggest deal ever put 
across in theatrical circles in this 
countr., in a decade was the purchase 
outright, on Saturday, by the Messrs. 
Lee and J. J. Shubert and Joseph L. 
Rhinock of the entire theatrical hold- 
ings of the widow of the late George 
B. Cox of Cincinnati, upwards of 
from three to five million dollars being 
involved. At the time of his death 
Mr. Cox was probably the largest in- 
dividual holder and owner of theat- 
rical property in America. 

Thru the deal the Shuberts acquire 
theatrical property in practically ev- 
ery city of importance in the country, 
including large interests in New York 
City, Chicago, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, 
Kansas City, Baltimore, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, St. Louis, Louisville, Denver 
and other places, thereby placing them 
in the very front ranks of theatrical 
holders. 

Included in the purchase was stock 
in the Marcus Loew Vaudeville Circuit, 
totaling more than one million in 
value; more than a million invested 
by the late Mr. Cox in Shubert enter- 
prises, about 90,000 shares of World 
Film Corporation stock and the entire 
Cox holdings in the B. F. Keith Circuit, 
which represents investments in the 
Keith theaters in Cincinnati, Indianap- 
olis and Louisville, the exact value of 
whith has not been announced. 

The Shuberts and Rhinock were in 
Cincinnati on Saturday and personally 
closed the deal with Mrs. Cox, whereby 
that name no longer is identified with 
the theatrical world, but instead, all 
of her enormous holdings are trans- 
ferred in their entirety to the New 
York theatrical interests. 

The real significance of the impor- 
tant deal may be best determined 
when it is stated that by virtue of their 
purchase of the Cox holdings the Shu- 
berts are now probably the heaviest 
investors in the theatrical industry of 
America. For instance, in New York, 
the late Mr. Cox owned large interests 
in a number of the Shubert enter- 
prises, including the Forty-fourth St. 
Theater and other Shubert controlled 
or partially owned playhouses, all of 
which now revert entirely to Shubert

New York, July 9.—Recognizing the 
power of the motion picture as a me- 
dium of expression, the United States 
Government, which a few days ago, 
thru President Wilson, requested the 
co-operation of the industry in the na- 
tional war propaganda, has announced 
its determination to further recognize 
the industry by having representa- 
tives of it on the Council of National 
Defense, together with representation 
on war, navy, food and all other com- 
mittees of the Federal Government. 
At a meeting held in the offices of the 
National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry here on Friday Presi- 
dent William A. Brady announced the 
association’s war co-operation com- 
mittee, together with a national co- 
operation committee, made up of 
men prominent in the industry, one 
from every State in the Union. It has

HARRY DE VEAUX

In an Open Letter to The Bill- 
board He Presents 


Some Inside Facts Which He 
Claims Actors Should Know 


Says Attempt To Shift Blame 
Should Not Go Unchallenged 


New York, July 7.—Statements 
made at the last and final meeting of 
the defunct White Rats Actors’ Union 
are attacked by Harry De Veaux, who 
has written the following open letter 
to The Billboard: 

“It would be unfair to those White 
Rats who were present at the final 
meeting of the organization held 
Thursday, June 28, in New York City. 
if certain statements made there were 
allowed to circulate unchallenged. It 
would be unfair to the men repre- 
senting the American Federation of 
Labor, the Musicians’ National Union, 
the executive officers of the Stage 
Hands and the officials of the Moving 
Picture Operators’ Union if the at- 
tempt to shift the failure of the strike 
upon the shoulders of the men rep- 
resenting these mentioned unions 
should stand uncontradicted. 

“The following are the real facts, 
and it is not my unsupported state- 
ment but the statement of the officials 
of these organizations that present the 
truth clearly and with full detail. 

“Let us go back to the Oklahoma 
fizzle. A strike was called in some 
theaters in Oklahoma City and Tulsa 
by the local organizations of Musicians 
and Stage Hands. In both these cities 
representations were made to these 
local unions that the White Rats would 
render full and active support to the 
men and form a combination for the 
purpose of creating what Mountford 
was claiming for the White Rats, 
a closed shop. He saw a chance 
thru these two organizations to get 
terms for White Rats in a place so 
far away from theatrical centers that 
a failure to take advantage of the vic- 
tory would be excused on account of 
distance. When the representatives 
of these local unions communicated to 
their national office the offer of an al- 
liance with the White Rats they were 
warned to make full and complete in- 
vestigation, so that an offer of sup- 
port would guarantee the fact that 
the White Rats had real control over 
their own members, and that the 
members would respect a strike call in 
aid of these two organizations. They 
took for granted the promises that 
all the actors would quit at these

BEQUEST TAKES A NEW TURN 


Criminal Investigation Will Be Demanded by 
Mortimer Fishel, Attorney for Fund, Who 
Also Will Ask That Contesting 
Heirs Forfeit Rights 


New York, July 9.—A criminal in- 
vestigation, growing out of the at- 
tempt of two of the heirs of the late 
John Hoge, Zanesville (O.) million- 
aire, who bequeathed $600,000 to the 
Actors’ Fund of America, to have the 
codicil set aside, is a new probability 
which has just crept into the case. 
Mortimer Fishel, the attorney for the 
Fund, who, with Hollis E. Cooley, 
trustee of the Fund, is waging the 
fight on behalf of the Fund, is satisfied 
that a criminal investigation should 
be made, and he will at once apply to 
the Governor of Ohio, asking that a 
special deputy attorney-general be ap- 
pointed ‘to start such inquiry and sub- 
mit it to the grand jury. 

Messrs. Cooley and Fishel have re- 
turned to New York from Zanesville, 
where the Fund attorney entered an 
appeal in the Court of Common Pleas 
from the refusal of the Probate Judge 
to allow the codicil, and a bond cov- 
ering the action has been filed. The 
case will come up for full trial at the 
September term. Already Mr. Fishel 
has more than fifty witnesses, and he 
said to The Billboard that there was 
not the slightest doubt as to Mr. Hoge’s 
sanity at the time he made the bequest. 

“There is another proposition in- 
volved,” said Mr. Fishel. “This will 
contains a provision that if any of the 
heirs should contest it they shall be 
absolutely disinherited. I haven't the 
slightest doubt but that the codicil

OVER HOLDINGS OF COX 
ESTATE

ownership. The large holdings im the Keith and 
Loew vaudeville circuits now make the Shuberts 
a power in the field of varieties that must be 
reckoned with. For a long time the Shuberts 
have been financially interested in the World 
Film Corporation, but their acquiring the 90,- 
000 shares held by Mr. Cox further entrenches 
them in this film manufacturing and distribut- 
ing concern. 

While the consummation of the deal has been 
officially confirmed by the Shuberts and Rhinock 
the exact amount included in the transfer of the 
properties and stocks has not been made public. 
It represents the entire theatrical holdings of 
Mrs. Cox, who acquired them upon the death of 
her husband. 

George B. Cox began acquiring his theatrical 
interests little more than ten years ago. From 
then until his recent death he confined his buy- 
ing to a large extent to real estate owned and 
operated by the Shuberts, in addition to his 
large holdings in Keith and Loew vaudeville and 
World Film Corporation. As a result of the 
purchase the Shuberts now own outright many 
of their enterprises in which Mr. Cox heretofore 
had been interested. 

Their acquisition of important vaudeville hold- 
ings is not taken to indicate that the Shuberts 
contemplate entering the variety game. Several 
months ago a rumor to this effect was current, 
but The Billboard was advised by Lee Shubert 
at the time that there was nothing to warrant 
the report. Undoubtedly, by virtue of their 
large vaudeville holdings just acquired, the firm 
will from this time on play a dominant part in 
the destinies of that type of entertainment, but 
that they will enter the game in opposition to 
Keith and Loew is farfetched and unreasonante 
to believe. Their interest in these two big cir- 
cuits would preclude almost any possibility of 
their taking such steps.

PLAYS, SKETCHES WRITTEN. 
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BURLESQUE IS FACING AN 
IMPORTANT PROBLEM 


High Cost of Production Brings Up Question of 


Raising the Price of Admission—Best Shows 
Have Reached Limit Possible Under 
Existing Conditions 


New Y..k, July 7.—Burlesque is today facing 
the most important problem that has ever con- 
fronted it—the problem of the cost of produc- 
tion and the scale of prices charged for admis- 
sion at burlesque shows. The high cost of 
production is hitting the show busipess as 
vital a blow as the bigh cost of living is hit- 
ting the common people. With the raise of 
hotel rates all over the country the shows have 
been obliged to raise the wage and salary scale, 
Paper is another item that has gone up, and 
the bills for printing are proving, under the 
existing trade conditions, disastrous for the 
shows. 

The question is being agitated whether or 
not the top price of admission all over the 
circuit should not be made one dollar. There 
are few patrons of burlesque who would not 
agree that there were several shows which 
played the circuit last season which were well 
worth the increase, but there were vthers 
which were by no means in their class and 
which were not worth more thau the present 
seale. If the shows could be brought up to 
the high pitch of excellence which is shown 
by some of them the increase would be met 
by the public without complaint, and, in all 
probability, the public would prefer to see all 
the shows made worth a dollar than to have 
some of them worth more than that ond others 
in the balf-dollar class. 

At the present scale of admission some of 
the producers have experimented as far as 
they can, They have reached the limit in ex- 
pensive productions, Those are the better shows, 
They represent every dollar of investment that 
can be risked with a half logical chance of 
playing to a profit. With prices as they are 
today burlesque can never go any further than 
these shows have gone, They have attained 
the limit and they have proved that the public 
is ready to buy burlesque’s best, 

An increase in admission would permit them 
to go still further, but until there is such an 
increase they must be satisfied to rest on their 


TO OUST ELECTRICIANS 


New York, July 9.—One of the most radical 
moves made in burlesque circles in some time 
and one which promises to have far-reaching 
effects was the reaching of a decision today 
by the Managers’ Association, comprising bur- 
lesque managers and producers, to dispense 
with the services of electricians the coming 
season. Altho unanimous consent to such drastic 
action was taken, the order is not mandatory, 
but it is quite Kkely that every member of the 
association will live up to the understanding. 


JONES TO PITTSBURG 


New York, July 7.—The Victoria Theater, 
Pittsburg, which has been taken over for the 
coming season by the American Burlesque As- 
sociation, will have as its manager Jack Jones, 
whe was formerly manager of Proctor’s Fifth 
Avenue Theater in this city. The appointment 
was made this weck by the American Cireuit 
officials, Mr, Jones is a good showman, and 
it is expected that he will gain an increased 
foothold for burlesque in the Smoky City. 


SLIGHT CHANGE IN ROUTE 


New York, July 7.—The Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company has made a change in the routes 
of two of the Columbia Circuit attractions. The 
Bon Tons and Twentieth Century Maids are 
the shows affected. The Bon Tons will, under 
the new order, open its season at the Gaiety 
Theater, Boston, where the Twentieth Century 
Maids was to begin its season. The latter 
show will now play its opening week at the 
Gaiety Theater, Pittsburg. 


laurels, Shows that do not keep within rea- 
sonable distance of these representative at- 
tractions should be forced up to a higher stand- 
ard or weeded out. When nothing but shows 
of first excellence are sent onto the circuit 
then the scale of admission can be raised and 
the public will never make a murmur. 


FEW “COLD FEET” MANAGERS 


Several Burlesque Producers Willing 
To Take a Chance 


New York, July 7.—The war conditions, and 
a fear of what these conditions may portend 
for the theatrical business next season, have 
caused a bad case of cold feet among some of 
the burlesque producers, who are casting all 
their fine plans to the winds and who are now 
devoting themselves exclusively to figuring out 


how they can make «4 ten-cent piece co the 
work they had appropriated a ten-dollar bill 
for. These men are an exception, but their 


spirit is detrimental to burlesque, and is only 
to be compared with the poker player who 
has reached the point where he never bets on 
anything less than a straight or flush. 
Instances are known of producers who had 
practically signed up agents at a fair figure, 
but who have backed out and hired men who 
are incompetent and whose only virtue rests 
in their willingness to work for less than a 
living wage. There are cases where producers 
have gone to work delving thru the archives 
of the ancients and digging up burlesque ma- 
terial which antedates Joe Miller by several 


hundred years. There are even cases where 
wardrobe expense is to be saved by patching 
up old wardrobe. 

This is a day when the public demands much 
of burlesque, and the prevalence of good shows 
justifies the public in discriminating against 
bad ones, Every show made money last year, 
including some shows which did not deserve 
to make any. If a show was of any real 
worth it made a lot of money, and there is 
no reason why the producers should not be good 
sportsmen enough to take a chance this year, 
give the public a show, and, if they lose out, 
be in a position to say that they had at least 
stood ready to deliver the goods, but that 
the public refused to buy. 

The show game is a chance anyway, and the 
producer who wants a written guarantee that 
he is going to have a banner season ought to 
withdraw from the game. What the season 
will bring forth no one can predict with any 
degree of accuracy, but it is q certainty that 
the man with a real show will be better off 
at the end of the season than will the burlesque 
miser who is now spending ten dollars’ worth 
of time speculating on how he can save each 
nickel. Every nickel he saves now in that way 
is pretty sure to cost him g good round sum 
when the public discovers the fact that he 
hasn’t the goods to deliver and is trying to

Demeanor of Fellow Who 
Reaches Top — When 
Friendship Ceases 


“Ob, he’s my friend, my heart's own friend, 

I'm for him mighty strong; 

But him I'd hate with hatreq great 

If he should write a song.’” 

—The ‘Hit’ Writer's Creed. 

The Man Withont a Country was a care- 
free troubadour. the hapless individual slowly 
sinking in the quicksands rests upon a bed of 
roses, the lost wanderer in the Everglades is 
thoroly at home, and the aviator whose plane is 
shot to pieces by antiaircraft guns faces a 
pleasant prospect compared to the mental tor- 
tures endured by the man who remains on top 
after achieving a record for writing popular 
song hits thru the years. 

To the outside world the life is one of glory. 
What pleasant sensations must be experienced 
by the chap who translates the emotions of a 
people int) popular song! Did not some op- 
timistic philosopher say something like this: 
“IT woald rather write a nation’s songs than 
wake its laws’'? But there another—a sad- 
ler—sice. 

The fellow who “gets away’’ with many song 
1its is a nerve-racked individual, possessing the 
all-abiding conviction that his good luck and 
prosperity will net last indetinitely, yet desper- 
itely stru¢gling to retain the place won by al- 
nost superhuman effort. His physical bedy is 
1 bundle of nerves, no matter how debonair the 
Xterior may seem. Like Monte Cristo, he 
ties, “The world is mine!’’ yet constantly an- 
ticipates a volcanic eruption that will cast bim 
nto the vortex of oblivion. 

The same mind that summons the metrical 
chrases which make people laugh or weep at 
will has a background of impenetrable gloom. 
Distrust envelops a soul that yearns for com- 
sanionstip. It would be interesting to peruse 
in allenist’s report on the working of our ‘‘hit’’ 
writer’s mind.

SONG LOGIC 


OLD AND NEW 


Whenever an overworked writer of vaudeville material is asked to prepare 
a song cycle for a lady single, if he can not summon an idea quickly, he hits 
upon the old reliable one of preparing a musical selection showing the dif- 
ference between the old songs and the new. Result: Frequently two acts on 
the same vaudeville bill sing this kind of a “contrast” number. Whenever a 
jaded editor of a musical medium has more editorial room than thought he 
writes a stirring editorial showing the difference between the old songs and 
the new. The old ones are best. the new ones are better, or both are better 
or worse, according to the manner in which the editor has digested his dinner. 
Result: Whenever musical magazines accumulate upon a desk we find a 
batch of editorial comment on this subject. In view of these circumstances 
we venture the opinion that both old and new songs are good—if they are 
good—or the utmost in drivel if they are bad. For the lady singles who de- 
pend upon “contrast” we'd suggest a reintroduction of After the Ball. 


SALESMANSHIP 


Salesmanship does not rest upon intrinsic merit of merchandise. The 
experienced sheet music salesman by dint of self-imposed hypnotism really 
believes the firm he represents has the best songs on the market. Thus armed 
it is a simple matter to work up the enthusiasm of the buyer who would never 
purchase from a lukewarm salesman. Advertising campaigns and what not 
are really merely another application of salesmanship. Adverse opinion 
doesn’t matter. Now can you understand why sheet music of an indifferent 
caliber may adorn store windows? Also, do you know why many performers 
may get a great deal out of a song which initial audiences receive coldly? 


UNTIL 


“IT can’t understand why such-and-such song was a hit,’’ contided a promi- 
nent writer recently, “I thought songs of that kind were out of date.” A 
writer could make no greater mistake than to suppose a given type of songs 
are out of date. While styles of writing change, thought and sentiment usually 
adhere to old lines. Frank Norris, tho he referred to novel writing when he 
said it, hit the nail on the head for song writing with his famous:line: ‘To 
succeed you must write something new in an old way—or write something old 
in a new way.” As a general rule types of songs survive as long as they are 
well written. The moment the influx of a given type becomes so great that 
mediocre numbers appear in greater quantities than the meritorious a craze 
dies out.

Then imagine 
4 rival industry springing up almost over night, 
which, in two or three years’ time, demands sev- 
eral hundreds of these specialists and offers dou- 
ble pay to get their services, The old industry 
ean not convince itself that It can meet the 
increase, and wabbles along, putting its re- 
liance largely in unskilled labor to give its 
output its oldtime polish. That, in brief, is 
the case of the legitimate agalast the motion 
picture. 

There is only one man in the theater who 
may be considered indispensable. That man is 
the stage director. When lost he can not easily 
be replaced. To qualify himself for his work 
takes years of experience. He should have a 
thoro grounding In the kindred arts. A vast 
fund of information is essential. Playwrights 
may be born, but stage directors are made, 
and the process is long and laborious, 


At no time has the profession been Over- 
stocked with good stage directors. A few 
big producing firms have bad their regular men, 
employed by the year, who sent off the road 
compaaies and rehearsed the duplicate com- 
panies of big successes in addition to staging 
novelties for their employers. The balance of 
the work was undertaken by freelances, who 
hired out their services per week or per pro- 
duction. Of both classes there have never been 
more than thirty-odd fitted to do work of a 
Broadway standard, 

The birth and rapid growth of the picture 
industry has created a demand for several 
hundred directors, similarly trained and 
ejuipped. Its magnates have picked these men 
from the ranks of the legitimate directors, the 
stock companies and from among the curtain- 
ringers or company stage managers, the ap- 
prentice field for the stage director of the 
future. It was not possible for them te do 
otherwise, as the pest demands an equipment 
not instantly attained, and an instinetive knowl- 
edge of dramatic technique, such as grows out 
of service in the theater, is q prime essential. 
That they have done as well as they have Is 
greatly to be marveled at, tho the shortcomings 
of directors are still a detriment to the in- 
dustry. And, in accomplishing what they have, 
they have struck a body blow at the theater, 
for the available stage directors of the first- 
class can now be counted on the fingers of 
your hand, 

The theater will not always be the traiving 
school for the studio. Soon or later, wheu 
the new art becomes more settled, the picture 
people will find some method of training men 
more specifically for picture work, and there- 
by raise the standard of their output. It is 
& work some organization like the National 
Association of Motion Picture Industry should 
take in hand at once. <A school fer motion 
Picture directors would greatly benetit the in- 
dustry, The expense of its waintenance could 
be borne pro rata by the companies offering 
candidates for instruction, on whose services 
they might hold an option at a stated figure 
for, say, not more than five years after gradua 
tion, so that the amount invested by the indi- 
vidual concern is likely to pay magnificent divi 
dends, 

The course of instruction in such a school 
should cover at least two years, divided into a 
long term.and a short one. Between tbe two 
terms, in the summer time, the candidate should 
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beginning to end!

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WHY YOUNG 


PEOPLE FAIL 


By FRANK A. MORGAN 
President and for Nineteen Years Manager of the Mutual Lyceum Bureau, Chicago 


To those who contempiate concert or entertain- 
ment work I wish to write a few plain words 
from the viewpoint of the manager. During 
the past twenty years I heard a very 
large number of young people in ‘‘tryouts’’ for 
positions. The most of them failed to realize 
their ambitions not only with me, but with 
any other manager. This was not so often 
from lack of talent as from lack of proper 
training or instruction. 


have 


Many young people think if only they could 
get a hearing with a manager their future 
would be assured, but of many scores that 
are heard by the wideawake managers each 
year comparatively few are chosen. 

It may be said in truth, however, that the 
manager is just as anxious to find you (if you 
are of the right sort) as you are to find him. 
He will travel a thousand miles to hear a good 
“prospect,” but will not accept your word or 
the testimony of your friends as sufficient proof 
that you are in that class. He may admit that 
a real ‘‘find’? is worth a thousand dollars or 
more to him and yet not be willing to hear 
one in ten of those who apply at his door for 
a hearing. He is obliged to make his living 
by employing talent, but has heard so many 
who were not qualified that he has little faith 
in any claim that you or your teacher or 
friends may make. 


Managers are quite generally agreed, also, 
that a large percentage of those who are on 
the platform have no right to be there, but 
they defend themselves by saying they are the 
best the market affords. 


Were I to attempt to name the principal 
reasons why young people who wish to do public 
work fail to secure positions with managers I 
would say: 

1. Inadequate or insufficient training. 

2. The lack of repertoire. 

3 The failure to secure a hearing at the 
right time or under favorable conditions, 

Those who apply a week or month or more 
too late are half forgotten eight or ten months 
later, when talent is needed. Many young 
people are illy advised as to how and when to 
apply for positions, and thus defeat their 
chance for a favorable hearing. 

It is unquestionably true that many are given 
no hearing at all who are well qualified for 
most acceptable work, 

Some who are heard by the managers are 
adjudged exceptionally talented mainly on ac- 
count of the fact than an unusually good se- 
lection has been presented, 

The manager, as well as the audience, may 
mistake a fine selection for a rare gift in pre- 
senting it, while even the most talented will

make little or no impression with a hackneyed, 
threadbare offering. 


It is nothing less than pitiful that young 
people should spend many months, or even 
years, on a repertoire that is found later to 
be of no practical value. If you wish to learn 
certain selections only that you may teach 
others those same selections (as many teachers 
do) I have no criticisms to offer, but if you 
wish a repertoire for its market value I beg 
you to find out from those who are qualified 
to know what is demanded by the people who 
are to pay you for what you have to offer. 
Some who have selections of the right kind 
have been so trained as to present them in 
a mechanical, automatic or unnatural manner, 
which renders their work wholly unacceptable 
to the managers or the public,

It should be remembered, also, that musical 
or dramatic ability is not the only considera- 
tion in making the selection. A single ‘‘tryout’’ 
will not determine some of the qualifications 
that are important. Ford Howell, one of the 
most discerning of lyceum managers, attributes 
to other qualities than platform ability seventy- 
five per cent of one’s success in public work, 

If you have an ambition to do concert work 
please read this with care. All companies 
needed by lyceum managers are engaged not 
later than November 1 for the season opening 
one year later. This is necessary on account 
of the agents starting on the road the first 
of January to book the following season's 
business, and circulars of companies must be 
ready before that date. Companies must then 
be organized one year or more before they 
can begin to fill engagements. We do not 
create conditions, but meet conditions as we 
find them.

Evenings with 
Modern Poets, Bible Stories and a number of 
Shakespearean plays, together with miscellaneous 
readings, make up a repertoire that reveals a 
scholarly mind made rich by years of study. 

Clarissa Harrold is a model, or ought to be, 
for she and her work could be studied with un- 
told profit by every student of the spoken word, 
or wouldbe artist who pants for a spot in the 
calcium light or longs for a place in the gleam 
on the kerosene circuit.

If it takes 
five years to develop a baseball player after the 
scouts have dug up a “‘phenom,”’ if Galli-Curci 
only recently could even get a grand opera hear- 
ing after all of her years of preparation, her 
undoubted genius and her supreme art, why is it 
that a reader is the worst holdup pest in all 
the world and will inflict herself on even the 
janitor of the building in which a manager has 
his office if he will but give her a hearing? 

Why in the light of all past lyceum and 
chautauqua successes is it that each new reader 
expects to awake to find herself famous? 

The bureau managers are constantly setting 
forth the fact that it is only occasionally that 
a new figure emerges from even comparative 
obscurity to illuminate the movement, but 
thousands of tyros think differently. Success does 
not come with a mere wish, therefore it is a 
great pleasure to present one who has been 
willing to labor and to wait, to achieve first. 
then to take her chances with fate, to deserve 
applause before she desires publicity. 

Miss Harrold’s recipe for success is found hid- 
den in Geraldine Farrar’s description of her 
own efforts as an opera singer as set forth by 
this famous grand opera and movie star: 

“The day after a performance I am limp, 
useless, worn out, but I don’t regret it. I've 
given my all and nothing less than that satisfies 
me, for even if I did know how to save my- 
self in this, that or the other scene I would 
not do it. I don’t want to save—I want to 
give.”’ 

The way to get is to give.

The tent went over just 
is H. C. Heffner, superintendent of the chau- 
tauqua, left the platform, where he had warned 
the audience of the approaching storm and ad- 
vised those fearing to remain in the tent to 
leave before the rain began, but before the 
audience realized the approaching danger the 
wind caught up the tent and swept it loose, and 
down it came, poles and all, burying the audi- 
ence under canvas. The tent was torn to 
shreds by the wind and those who tried to 
rescue those caught under its folds. 

At Monongahela City the tent is reported 
to bave blown down twice during their stay, 
but no one was injured. At Crafton there was 
another blowdown, 

If this system, which is admittedly one of 
the best equipped, finds so much trouble with 
its tents, certainly some of the other systems 
ought to reorganize their tent crews, for there 
has been an obvious weakness in more than 
one of the chautauqua systems. 

In the end it will be cheaper to pay canvas- 
men to prevent the tent from going down 
than to pay college boys and injured patrons 
who will have claims for personal damages 
against the companies,

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Editorial Comment 


During the last half of June there 
was a decided slowing up of business 
all over the country. 

It was marked. AI! outdoor shows 
felt it plainly. 

It almost seemed as if every person 
who had bought a Liberty Bond had 
decided not to spend a cent until they 
had saved the amount invested. 

The spasm, for that is just about 
what it was, invaded Wall street and 
caused a depression in the security 


market, while the whole list of specula- 
tive stocks fell off sharply. 

The cause was quite generally 
ascribed to the fact that doubt and 
misgiving were beginning to invade 
the rank and file of business men. 
Authorities all agreed that there was 
plenty of opportunity—much business 
to do, all of which was in plain view, 
but that business men preferred to 
mark time and wait on Washington 
before shaping their affairs. 

It was agreed that they must meet 
whatever conditions the Government 
lays down and that they can not do so 
until these are known, consequently 
quite a few publications felt called 
upon to scold Congress for its slow 
progress. 


There is some truth in contentions 
like these, but the chief reason of the 
slump, as The New York Times points 
out, is due to the fact that capital is 
searce and all borrowers (except 
Uncle Sam) are finding it hard to get 
accommodations. Even States and 
cities find the supply of new money 
anything but easy to obtain. 

Municipal borrowings in May were 
the smallest since 1919. The conse- 


way capital for the first half of the 
year decreased $101,000,000 and pub- 
lic utilities $136,000,000. 


Crop reports are very satisfactory 
indeed, provided wheat and cotton are 
excepted, and the prospects for these 
are improving. 

Wheat will exceed the Government’s 
report of several weeks ago. All in- 
dications point to a yield of 675,000,- 
000 bushels or about 35,000,000 more 
than last year. 

The Government's July report prom- 
ises a cotton crop of only 11,633,000 
bales, or a little less than last year’s 
yield, which was much below recent 
averages. Condition a month earlier 
had been only 69.5, and now it is 70.2, 
while the average for ten years pre- 
ceding was 80. Acreage has been re- 
duced 4 per cent. Unfavorable weather, 
the loss of much negro labor, high cost 
of fertilizers and the substitution of 
food crops in some places account for 
the size of the crop. The price of cot- 
ton has advanced sharply.

quence is that there is a check to pub- 
lic improvements and to trades, like 
that of building, upon which prosperity 
is accustomed to depend largely. 
But there are funds for those whose 
profits enable them to pay the current 
price for money. Thus The Jour- 
nal of Commerce reports that in the 
Eastern States new companies were 
organized in June with a capital of 
$352,000,000. That is $88,000,000 
more than June last year and nearly 
double 1915. For the first half of this 
year the total is $1,911,840,000, an 
increase of more than a half billion 
over last year and four-fold the fig- 
ures for 1915. The money has gone 
into companies for ship building, the 
manufacture of drugs, dyes and chem- 
icals, sugar and rubber, the develop- 
ment of ofl fields, and so on. 

These will be recognized as indus- 
tries intimately associated with the ac- 
tivities of war and also of greatest 
local importance. For the entire coun- 
try the showing is not different in 
character, but is larger in figures— 
$423,000,000 for the first half of this 
year, against $327,871,000 in 1916. 
Over the last three years, since the 
beginning of the war, no less than 
$1,351,000,000 has been put into oil, 
shipping and chemical concerns alone, 
at a time when most railways and 
some industrials were suffering for 
capital. It already has been pub-

A bunkhouse on the grounds, where contestants 
may secure a bed at a reasonable figure, also u 
cookhouse or chuck wagon, where they can 
get their meals—these things would be good 
for contestants and the committees alike, es- 
pecially where the grounds are located at quite 
a distance from the town. 

Dame Rumor is again busy. This time it 
says there is something gigantic to be pulled 
off in the Wild West business which will be 
a revelation. Guy Weadick, Tex Austin and 
Eddie McCarty are the names mentioned in 
connection with the deal. These three boys 
sure know the game, and we are waiting to 
learn fully as to what the plan is. 

The Ringling Bros." Wild West Concert this 
season is said to outclass any Wild West 
eoncert ever put on by a circus. 

Cc. RR. Adams sends the following: ‘Some 
of the contest boys and girls, such as Buf. 
Jones, the champion trick roper; Hank Potts, 
relay rider: Clande Elliott, trick rider; Skeeter 
Bill, Walter Whitmore, Broncho Bob Hall, 
Babe Ewing, Jim Taylor, Bertha Blancett and 
Dorothy Morrell, are in Albany, Ore., getting 
ready for the Round-Up. They put on a show 
at Independence, Ore., June 15 and 16, and 
went from there to the Round-Up at Philomath, 
Ore., June 20-23. They have with them nine 
head of bucking horses, two relay strings and 
a team of oxen. They will be employed by 
me for the summer.’’ 

L. G. Marshall is heard from at Bartonville, 
Vt.: “I attended the Jess Willard-Buffalo Bin 
Wild West at Brattleboro, Vt., June 15. The 
show seemed to be doing a good business. 
Tex McLeod is chief of the cowboys and 
seemed to be keeping things busy in the arena. 
While there I heard a little about the blac 
bucking horse of which so much has been 
said in recent issues of The Billboard as to 
who rode him ete. I was told Tex McLeoa 
had tried to ride him three times and that 
the horse had run off with him once and 
bucked him off the other two times. One of 
the times he bucked Tex off he broke some of 
Tex’s ribs. I was also informed that Buck 
Moulton had ridden this horse several times 
and was bucked off only once. I also was 
told that Frank Rose and Pete Courtney have 
ridden this same black horse several times 
this season and have not yet been unloaded.”’ 

“Sure, I think all rules should be the same 
at all contests regarding bucking horse riding, 
relay races, etc. The first thing to be done 
is for all the committees to agree on a meeting 
between themselves and arrange said rules; 
also to see what they can do so a boy can 
take in as many of the contests as possible: 
get their dates strung out so they aren't all 
held at the same time. I think if the secre- 
taries all get together they will have no 
trouble making rules which will suit all, as 
each secretary knows from experience how the 
contestants do at his contest. It sounds foolish 
to hear some of the contestants giving up 
head about how rules ought to be made, etc. 
The folks who can deliver the goods aren’t 
worried about rules so long as they are rea- 
sonable, and that the judges know their busi- 
ness and do it in a square way. The trouble 
with this business is too many wise ones are 
always telling someone where to head in at. 
I read a piece in The Billboard of June 23 
where Charles Aldridge says a rule should be 
made to govern the bronk riding so that the 
rider should not be allowed a fork on his 
saddle to be over ten inches wide. He also

TO AID RED CROSS FUND 


Arranging To Set Aside One Day, Probably in 


October, on Which Receipts Will Be Devoted 
to Worthy Cause—Movement Good Ex- 
ample for Other Caravans To Follow 


Altooua, Pa., July 4.—On this glorious anni- 
versary of the signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, at a time when patriotism and love 
of country prevail in a greater measure than 
ever before, Con T. Kennedy hit upon a scheme 
which is bound to become a national movement. 
This big, kind hearted Irish-American is go- 
ing to donate one day’s receipts of the Con T. 
Kennedy Shows to the Red Cross Fund. This 
should be quite an item, and in order to make 
it as large as possible Red Cross Day will take 
place some time in October, when the shows 
will be playing the fairs. 

The idea originated with Mr. Kennedy, who 
called a meeting of his staff and show managers 
to put it before them.

Showfolks have 
already donated liberally to the Red Cross, but 
here is an opportunity for them to assist a 
worthy cause in a striking and effective manner. 
Mr. Kennedy will complete his arrangements 
with the Red Cross organization, and then notify 
them as to the date and place where it will oc- 
cur. 

Mrs. Con T. Kennedy is enthusiastic over the 
idea, and is devising ways and means that the 
receipts of the ferris wheel, merry-go-round 
apd Whip, all of which she owns, may be in- 
creased. She is anxious to have the riding de- 
vices make a good showing and will try to 
have them give as much to the Red Cross as any 
three shows on the midway.

Each instance of an overcharge 
or other difficulties experienced by a show should 
immediately be reported to the State Utilities 
Commission by the manager of the show being 
overcharged and the practice would soon be

it is better to volunteer and pick out your 
than it is to be drafted and shipped most any 
place. Congress has authorized the enlistment 
of a twenty-five piece band and orchestra for 
the Naval Hospital at Las Animas, Col., for 
duty there, and no doubt they will stay for the 
length of the war. The pay of a second-class 
musician is $41 a month and a first-class mu 
siclan $43.20, board, room and $60 worth of 
clothes, and idvancement to first musician and 
bandmaster, with pay of $83 (base pay).

“Fixuratively’” speaking does not always 
mean that the man has a good money-making 
scheme. Does it? No, it does not. 

Manning B, (Midway Bert) Pletz claims to 
have the system when it comes to putting on 
automobile contests. 

Bert B, Perkins said last winter at the Hotel 
Normandie, New York, that he was going to 
become a first-class carnival agent. The people 
with the show that he is advancing claim that 
he has made good his word. 

George F, Donovan is talking still, if not still 
talking. He was among the first. 

Here is some idea of the prosperity in Mon- 
tana: Hair trim, 5 cents; shave, 25 cents; 
glass of beer, 15 cents; shoe shine, 15 cents, end 
you can almost get ham and eggs for 60 vents. 
Moving picture shows get from 25 cents to 
$1 admission. Montana is no place for 10-cent 
and 6-cent shows. Still, you can not make 
some independent and carnival managers see 
it that way. Moral—When in Montana charge 
as they do in Montana and they will like it, 
otherwise it will appear as no value t them. 
It is a great State, 

Guy Weadick had several offers last winter 
to put on the Stampede as a big carnival spec- 
tacle with some of the big ones. Guy could 
not see how he could do it and get away with 
a profit. Up to date Guy’s vision in the matter 
has been proven to have been properly focused. 
Yet we might add that it looks like that it 
would get the big coin as an independent at- 
traction at some of the big State fairs end 
celebrations. That wonderful line of paper that 
is right now available for the Stampede cer- 
tainly could be used to advantage in properly 
exploiting that Stampede. Fair Managers— 
Wake up to this and get Guy Weadick to do 
it. He is the originator of the Stampede on the 
scale and magnitude that makes it a show 
that is different. 

J. H. Williams, the circus agent, almost came 
to be a carnival agent—but he is still a etr- 
cus agent, and a mighty efficient one.

George H. Coleman—Manning B. Pletz has 
said something about his never-failing contest 
system for automobiles. Now you say something 
about your never-failing system for queen con- 
tests. You have not told us of a big one for 
a long, long time. All say that you are still 
there on that kind of promoting. A_ word, 
please.

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A DAYLIGHT M. M. P. SCREEN 


4 New Means for Producing Pictures 
by Projected Light 


New York, July 7.—What promises to be an 
mportant feature in the advertising field is a 
vw motion pleture daylight sereen which Is 
wing shown to a few persons by H. G. Stripe, 
is W. Thirty-fourth street, New York City. 

It is not Intended at present to make the 
wreen for motion picture theaters, as the manu- 
tacturing facilities for large screens are not 
,vailable on the one hand, and as the projec- 
ion is made in the rear of the screen it would 
vot be possible for many theaters to use it on 
he other. 

That motion picture films and slides can be 
sbown to the greatest advantage and in the 
jighest degree of beauty In bright daylight is 
in accomplished fact. The screen shows no 
ingles, the projection showing clear as an oil 
vainting, which produces a definite picture with 
ase to the eyes and without extreme intensity 
of light. 

The picture produced by being thrown thru 
he sereen, owing to the fact that no light is 
ransmitted thru it except that actually pro- 
jected from the picture, is relieved of the in- 
tense brillianey heretofore noticed in projected 
sictures (clearly indicating that they are pro- 
juced by intense light), so that the effect is 
very pleasing and not tiresome to the eyes. The 
sictures can be exhibited In clear daylight, as 
‘he picture surface is substantially nonreflect- 
ng so that reflected foreign light does not in- 
‘erefere with the picture. Also the definiteness 
of and brilliancy of the picture are maintained 
»yen when observed from one side, at which 
‘he line of vision makes a very small angle, 
with the picture plane. It is the intention of 
he Inventor to build a cabinet with a screen 
ybout 21x30 inches and show motion pictures 
n front of the theaters, being part of the run 
yn the reel inside the theater, and occasionally 
1 colored slide of the actor or actors. 

No shadow box, covering or any false means 
‘or diffusing or changing light are used. Since 
he light used is less than that necessary in the 
ywdinary film projecting machine it will not be 
ayn uncommon thing to see motion picture ma- 
*hines In store windows and film makers as 
well as motion picture projector manufacturers 
will find an increased output for their wares, 

Schools and colleges will make an increase 
for motion pieture apparatus as by the use of 
a true daylight screen, reflecting colors in their 
natural light, the students can make notes 
which they could not do in a darkened room. 

Intense brilliant electric light thrown directly 
mm the screen while the picture is being shown 
mly has a tendency to make it more pleasing 
and beautiful and in no way is It detrimental 
thereto, 

The “secrets’’ of the screen have not been 
livulged, but it is understood that use is made 
of the red, green and blue starch particles or 
zrains, which, when applied to glass, has been 
found to properly transmit the light and does 
not communicate to the surface any coloration. 
Yer all this, however, there is a peculiar coat- 
ing, a baking and refining which produces the 
yroper results. 

No sereens are on the market as yet, the first 
showings being made only a few weeks ago.

AMERICAN FILMS IN DEMAND 


Amorg Motion Picture Enthusiasts in 
Foreign Countries 


Washington, July 7.—Worldwide recognition 
of the motion picture, not merely as a means 
of amusement, but as a great instructive and 
educational force, is being made day by day 
by all the peoples of the globe, according to the 
bureau of foreign and domestic commerce of the 
Department of Commerce. The recognition of 
the motion picture from euch an authoritative 
source comes in connection with a report upon 
the extent to which the American film has gone 
out and taken first rank the world over. 

While in the early days of the movies Amer- 
ican audiences were inclined to grow enthusiastic 
over the French products which were sent across 
the Atlantic to reveal the wonders of this new 
art of the camera, now, it is pointed out, re- 
ports received from abroad show that Europe, 
Asia and Africa are showing equal enthusiasm 
over the American films. 

In the last few months about 100 reports have 
been received from American consular officers ia 
all parts of the world on motion picture markets, 
These, with their of the amusement 
realms of all the other nations, are not lacking 
in tribute to the excellence of the products 
of the studios of the United States. Credit has 
been given for the quality attained and the nat- 
ural conditions that have favored the sites of 
various American studios. American humor is 
winning marked appreciation. Most important 
of all, the world has learned something about 
America, and wants to learn more. 

Official figures reveal the fact that the pro- 
ducers of this country have been gradually turn- 
ing the import trade in films from the ‘‘manu- 
factured class’? to the raw material. Despite 
the growth in the scope of such entertainments 
in the United States imports of the finished 
products have been dwindling for several years, 
but on the other hand our imports of sensitized, 
but not exposed, films have shown subst otial 
increase in quantities. Imports of such raw 
material amounted to 44,717,323 feet, valued at 
$889,560, in 1914, and to 58,490,768 in 1916. 
The reduction in total value gives this class 
of goods a unique distinction in an era of high 
prices.

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MOTION PICTURE CONVENTION 
WILL SETTLE OLD SCORES 


Ratification or Denunciation of President’s Policy 
One Big Item---“Dark Horse” Presidential Pos- 
sibility---Politics Holds All the Trumps--- 
Committees Chosen--- Local Friction 


Chicago, July 9.—With the seventh annual 
convention of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League less than one short week away advance 
information indicates that this year’s session, 
far from being a lackadaisical, tumdrum, 
stereotyped affair, will witness the staging of 
a battle cf invectives that would put to 
shame the palmiest days of Democratic and 
Republican national conventions, 

The world has entered upon an era of pro- 
longed war, and it is, perhaps, only natural 
that the ‘‘way spirit’ should grip the industry 
which is rated as Awerica’s fifth most im- 
portant. 

Conventions have been run wherof the most 
important advance Cetaiis related to “thonorary”’ 
and “reception’’ committees. et-.. but if the 
astrological—not to say logical—indications of 
the forthcoming meet bear any measure of 
fulfillment, war correspondents with European 
ambitions would do well to confine their atten- 
tion to Chicago. 

A mighty battle will be waged to test the 
membership’s conception of the presidential 
office. Last year all independent tickets went 
into the discard. From all delegates came en- 
dorsement of the East's choice for this im- 
portant office, Tho the terrane west of the 
Mississippi had done most in building up the 
league, in the hard-working days of formation, 
the East carried the convention away, and firm- 
jawed, heavy-set Lee A. Ochs was elected by 
Those who were present remem- 
ber the manner in which all other presidential 
aspirants yielded to the superior pressure 
brought forth by Ochs’ constituents. 

In establishing his own trade paper Ochs’ 
interests clashed with those of manufacturers 
who were reluctant about pledging advertising 
to this paper. An open rupture with at least 
one manufacturer was the result, and it is now 
known that several influential manufacturers 
will gtrive their utmost to awaken exhibitors 
to the claims of the hour as regards a presi- 
dential choice. 


Nor is all overharmonious in the Mlinois chap- 
ter of the league. Shoenstadt, Frank and 
Choynski openly rebelled, were dropped, and 
forthwith started their own chapter, styled the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners’ Association, 
which is clamoring for floor recognition. Frank 
was manager of last year’s exposition, but lost 
hold this year after charges and counter charges 
had been passed, followed by the filing of at 
least one libel suit. 


This year’s exposition will probably meet with 


a fair measure of success, tho the above parna- 
graph hints at the hoendicaps confronting Lud- 
wig Schindler, its director. At first he mourn- 
fully announced that the war and other factors 
had served to sidetrack the interest of ‘nannu- 
facturers, but it now appears that good repre- 
sentation will be recorded, as manvfacturers are 
reluctant about permitting others to get the 
“milk of the advertising.” To ontsiders no 
friction will be apparent. as the usual « ota 
of stars will be present in th> booths tcserved 
for them and the allied industries will also have 
a fair booth representation,

CLOSE CALL FOR PICTURE MEN 


When Shots, Believed to Have Been 
Intended for tliodor, Are Fired 
at Them 


New York, July 7.—An astounding attempt to 
assassinate Tliodor, the Russian ‘‘Mad Monk,” 
who is acting the principal role in Herbert 
Lrenon’s latest production, The Fall of the 
Romanoffs, was revealed last week by employees 
of the Herbert Brenon Film Corporation at the 
Brenen studio in Palikade, N. J. For-some time 
there have been vague hints Cropped here and 
there that the picture would tever be com- 
pleted and that certain persons representing the 
Russian officials, whom Tliodor denounced and 
thereby brought about their downfall, would 
seek revenge on the famous monk. No one 
took these hints seriously until Inst Tuesday, 
when an automobile containing George Hall, 
Brenon’s scenario chief, and Roy Hunt, his 
photographer, was subjected to a fusilace of 
revolver shots at the corner of Tenth avenne 
and Forty-second street at about 2 i: the 
morning. The stucio men were returning to 
New Jersey after taking some nicht 
on location, and had just taken Tiodor to his 
home in New York, so that the persons who 
attacked the car did not accomplish their pur- 
pese, However, the chauffeur and the studio 
men all had narrow escapes, as several bullets 
whizzed by their heads until they could speed 
up the car and get out of danger,

“Good machine, good projection light, adver 
tise what you have, have what you advertise, 
be courteous to your patrons and give them a 
good clean program, don’t give them too little 
and don’t give them teo much. You can fool 
a city chap several times, but a farmer only 
once. If you are on the road don't think any 
old thing is good enough, but try to give satis- 
faction as you may want to return, Some other 
exhibitor who is werthy may soon follow you. 
If your show bas pleased you will belp him, 
if you follow him he will help you. 

“T had occasion to visit two small town shows 
a few weeks ago and the contrast between them 
was amazingly noticeable. The first one, the 
program consisted of two reels of very old and 
wornout films that would searcely run thru the 
machine, together with about forty miscellaneous 
song slides, no music and very poor projection, 
but a liberal amount of advertising. <A large 
crowd attended the opening night, but the next 
night audience consisted of the janitor only. 

“The other show visited was a week-stand show 
and I chanced in the latter part of the week. 
The machine and lighting apparatus was in good 
order, the house clean and well lighted, good, 
clean advertising and a_ well-selected program 
of five reels well projected. Show was started 
promptly on time and the result was they were 
playing to S. R. O. This man was striving to 
please while the other was trying to skim them.”

THEATER MEN ‘DO NOT ANTICI- 
PATE HAVING TROUBLE WITH 
RAILROADS 
(Continued from page 3) 
which includes the taking off of at least 200 
trains on the New York Central and the Penn- 
sylvania railroads alone the past week, The 
Billboard has interviewed a number of produc- 
ing managers and other theatrical men, with 
a view to ascertaining just what the outlook 
was for road attractions in the fall, Nothing 
but optimism was to be found. The managers 
are satistied that they will have little difficulty 
with the railroads, and, while the curtailment 
of service may work some little hardships in 
the matter of making connections, they feel 
that there will still be sufficient trains and 
rolling stock to take care of their requirements. 
Theatrical road shows are an entirely differ- 
ent proposition from carnivals, which require 
from fifteen to thirty or more flat cars and other 
rolling stock for thefr transportation. An 
average road production requires but one or 
two baggage cars in which to transport its 
scenery and baggage, and while it may be 
necessary to do away with these extra baggage 
ears the shows can easily cut down the amount 
of baggage they carry and utilize the regular 
baggage cars. This would apply to all except- 
ing the big spectacle or elaborate musical pro- 
ductions each vear sent on tour. which some- 
times require three, four and even five special 
baggage cars. In cases like this there would, 
no doubt, have to be a curtailment in the size 

of the production, 

At the offices of the Mesers. Shubert, who 
bot only are producers but booking managers, The 
Billboard ascertained from Jules Murry that no 
serious difficulty was expected upon the in- 
auguration of the fall season. Special sleeping 
cars, Mr. Murry said, may be impossible to pro- 
cure, but so far as the carrying of baggage 
is concerned he believes the railroads will have 
a sufficient amount of rolling stock in service to 
take care of all demands. Mr. Murry looks for 
further readjustment of railway schedules, but 
does not think that main line operations will be 
curtailed to any great extent. The only trouble 
that possibly will be experienced will be with 
branch lines, where business is not sufficient to 
warrant the operation of many trains now in 
service. 

Charles Osgood, general booking manager for 
Klaw & Erlanger, expressed the opinion that 
some of the traveling attractions might be forced 
to make their Jumps by means of trolley service 
wherever that is possible. Mr. Osgood does not 
believe motor trucks feasible for tne transporta- 
tion of road shows, in that the average ‘‘Jumps"’ 
aggregate possibly 125 to 150 miles, and bad 
roads are bound to be encountered from time te 
time. In the event that baggage cars are not 
procurable from the railroads, said Mr. Osgood, 
the theatrical men would be obliged to pur- 
chase their own cars, 

In spite of these possible inconveniences every 
indication points to there being more shows on 
the road next season than in many years past. 
Of course there is always the contingency that 
the war situation may develop into a real ser- 
ious setback, so far as this country is concerned. 
In that event, as Mr. Murry of the Shubert of- 
fice put it, the scarcity of railroad rolling stock 
will make little difference, because there will 
be no business for the shows, and few, if any. 
would be sent on tour. Advices received from 
practically every city of importance thruout 
the country is of a most optimistic trend, and 
unless there should be unusual developments the 
theatrical producers will go right ahead with 
their plans to send any number of New York suc 
cesses on tour early in the season. 

In the meantime the outdoor attractions will 
have to get along as best, they can. Some of 
them are making use of motor equipages te 
haul them from stand te stand; others, more 
successful, have been enabled to hanl by train, 
a few are using trolleys, where the jumps are 
small, and all of them are managing to kee; 
going. What the next few weeks or two 
months will bring forth {s purely conjecture. 
but showmen are not crossing their bridges until 
they come to them.

Officials Meet in Washington and Pledge Aid in 
Food Conservation Program—Government May 
Establish Exhibits — Rumor That Fairs 
Would Be Called Off Put To Rout 


July 7.—Representatives of the 
ling fairs and expositions of the coun 
try met here this week for the purpose of dis 
ays and means of co-operating with the 
rnment in the ase of production and 
conservation of food supplies. 

As a result of the meeting the rumor that some 
of the large faim would be cplled off has been 
put to rout, and not only will the fairs be held 
this year as usual, but they will be great food 
economy training camps, where methods of in 
creasing food production and decreasing con 
sumption will be demonstrated to millions of 
visitors. Many fairs will construct special food 
conservation buildings for this work. 

It is expected that the Government will es- 
tablish exhibits along these lines at all of the 
principal fairs and expositions. 

A committee representing the American Asso- 
Ciation of Fairs and Expositions called upon the 
Conservation Section, offering every service pos- 
sible in furthering the food conservation pro 
gram of the Government. Dr. Ray Lyman Wil 
bur, head of the Conservation Section, received 
the fair officials, who were presented to him 
by A. L. Sponsier, of the Kansas State Fair and 
president of the association. 

Herbert ©. Hoover was one of the speakers at 
the Wednesday meeting’ of the secretaries, and 
addressed them briefly, but to the point, explain 
ing the purposes of bis department and urging co- 
operation. 

Dr. Wilbur promises the fair officials the com 
plete co-operation of the Food Administration 
in their patriotic work, and thanked them heart

SOMETHING | UNUSUAL 


Hagenbeck- Wallace sce and Ringling Ad- 
vertising Cars in Topeka Together 
—Ball Game Staged 
Topeka, Kan., July 4.—For the first time in 
many years of circus history two advertising 
cars spent Independence Day in the same town 
together. The No. 2 car of the Hagenbeck-Wal- 
lace Show and the first car of Ringling Broth- 
ers’ Circus enjoyed the holiday together. The 
feature of the day was a baseball game played 
between teams selected from:+the men on both 
ears. The Ringling men vanquished their op- 
ponents handily, thereby winning the circus 
championship for this season; the score, 18 to 19. 


Charles Alexander Whalon, who has earned 
distinction in years agone as a local contractor 
for Welsh Brothers, contracted the Y. M. C, A. 
baseball grounds, and the game was called at 
10:30 in the morning. Both teams marched to 
the grounds headed by the Excelsior Silver Cor- 
net Band of Horton, Kan., which was in the 
capital celebrating the day and which was among 
the large coterie of spectators who watched the 
diamond battle of the billpesters. Just before 
the game opened Jack Nedrow, who was slated 
to twirl the nine innings for the Wallace nine, 
was seized with a severe attack of cramps. He 
became overheated during the stiff practice or- 
dered by Captain Kinley of the Wallace team, 
and Mr. Nedrow was forced to retire from the 
game, but he watched the proceedings from a 
shady spot beneath a tree in the left field during 
the battle of bats that followed. 


At exactly 10:30 o'clock His Honor, Mayor 
House, of Topeka, pitched the first ball. The 
Wallace team earned the first victory when 
Whalon was seen to leave the Ringling bench 
and take his place on the mound for the Wallace 
team. The Ringling contingent, captained by 
Fred W. Tewkesbury, rallied quickly and re- 
cruited George Orth, the Kenosha whirlwind, 
whe played in Whalon's place. The Ringling 
wen rearranged their batting order, and the 
hostilities began. 


The skirmishes that followed were brought 
to a grand climax when Whalon became the 
star of the game in the fifth inning. With two 
out and two men on bases the Scranton twirler 
attempted his famous “double twist inshoot."’ 
George Goodbart, of the Ringling team, was at 
the bat and the first inshoot that Whalon tried 
was stopped by Mr. Goodhart. The ball hit 
him in the back. As a result in the next three 
mes at bat Mr. Goodhart hit the leather for 
two home runs and a three-pagger. For his 
reward Whalon is going to do fifty-mile coun- 
tries dally for the remainder of the season. 

For the Ringling team, George Wachter and 
George Orth divided batting honors, while Fred 
Perry handled right garden in a most satisfac- 
tory way, with only two errors to bis credit, 
and Sam Webb, who played once—only once— 
with the Vassar College team, held down third 


bag and figured in every assist during the en- 
tire match. 


On the Wallace lineup Captain Kindley shone 
brilliantly, his one-handed catch of a Texas 
leaguer batted by George Wachter resulting in a 
triple play, while Joe Howard, who held down 
the important position of third, showed the To 
Deka natives how they play ball in Houston. 
Howard's baseball experience has been mostly 
kathered by watching the National leaguers 
Practice in Houston during the spring, and he 
Sprang several big league tactics during the bat- 
tle, much to the chagrin of the Ringling men. 
Gus Gustafson, of the Wallace nine, was the

His demise was in the » ture 
of a shoek to the theatrical world, as at las. -e 
ports he was said to be doing nicely followi ~ 
an operation necessitated by un injury wrich 
he received last month. Sir Herbert Tree was 
born in London in 1853, was educated in Engla.d 
and in Germany. He first became interested in 
theatricals ip 1870, He appeared as an amateur 
in 1876, and soon afterward became a reigning 
favorite in the British Isles, making a big hit as 
Prince Borowski in The Glass of Fashion. In 
1884 he originated the role of the Rev. Robert 
Spaulding, in The Private Secretary. In 1887 he 
became a manager and leased the Haymrket 
Theater, London, continuing his success ae on 
actor and creator of new roles. His first visit 
to America was in 1895, and he was greeted with 
much acclaim here upon his initial appearance 
within g month after his arrival. The familiar 
and famous role of Svengali, in Trilby, was 
played for the first time in London in 1895. 
About that time he also appeared in a number 
of Shakespearean plays, and in 1905 he opened 
his Shakespearean festival. At the time of his 
death he was manager of His Majesty’s Theater, 
London, whieh he built after relinquishing the 


directorship pf the Haymarket in 1896. Sir 


Herbert Tree was perbaps not the foremost actor 
of the day, but we know of none who enjoyed 
a greater popularity. It was as a producer of 
the old school that he had his first claim to pub- 
lie recognition. His chief accomplishment as an 
actor lay in his ability to portray characters en- 
tirely foreign to hig own personality, and the 
interest which he compelled as the center of 
‘leverly devised tableay. Honorg were heaped 
upon him by the sovereigns of Europe, and in his 
own country he was knighted. In America he 
was held in high esteem, and a fitting tritute 
Was paid him at the close of his very recent en- 
gagement, in Colonel Newcombe, at the Amster- 
jam Theater, New York. 

VAN—Charles Van, aged 41, for twenty years 
a well-known vaudeville performer, died at New 
York City June 30. He began his theatrical 
career aS an amateur in Brooklyn, then joined 
Tony Pastor, and for the past fifteen years had 
played over the Keith and Orpheum circuits. He 
married Fanny Van twenty-two years ago, apd 
the two of them have since appeared together un- 
der the team name of Charles and Fannie Van. 
Out of their marriage were born one son and two 
laughters, who, with the widow, survive.

MADE RECENTLY

theaters and that 22,000 wwre actors would re- 
spect hie call, These promises failed to mak 
good for Rate played Oklahoma City and Tulsa 
in spite of White Rat strike orders. The strike 
became a joke, as members of the Rats were 
weekly at these houses, and the local organiza. 
tions became aware that some persons in New 
York were trying to bluff away their Weaknesses. 
They asked permission of their National Union 
break the working agreement with the White 
Rats on the ground of misrepresentation, but the 
National Union insisted that the local wen live 
up to the agreement entered inte in girmm faith 
by the Oklaboma theatrical unions, Chicago aud 
Lynn were the next points of attack. I could 
understand why Chicago was picked, a@ it ix y 
strong union center. you is an unsolved mys 
tery. In Chicago 1 warned Jobn Pitzpatrick «ui 
Nockels, the representatives of the Chicago (en- 
tral Labor Union, that they were not being told 
the real status of the Rets, that the Chicago 
trades-unionists were being misled as to the uu 
merical strength and finances of the White Rate, 
and tbe reply of Fitzpatrick was ‘that even if 
all I claimed was true they would still stick to 
the White Rats’ Union.’ They did strike, and 
now they know that what was claimed then wax 
only too true. The Chicago theatrical unions re- 
fused to be wrecked by the claims presented by 
the White Rat leaders, which woul! have em- 
broiled the musicians in all of the theaters in 
the country. In Lynn and Boston it was claimed 
to the national officers of the musicians and stage 
bands that the White Rats did got want the 
musicians and stage hands to quit their jobs, but 
in the Central labor unions they were demanding 
that the Central bodies drag the men out of their 
jobs with no thought as to whether the men 
were under agreement for the season or ner, 
but falling down ag these nationa) officers saw 
thru the thin game, Mountford realized he could 
not win with the Rats gs that organ sitinn 
was welting away under his leadership. and he 
was trying to compel the national president of 
the musicians, Mr. Weber, and Charlie Shay, the 
president of the stage hands, to win for him by 
pulling out all of their men and thus tie up 
the circuits. How it failed is best illustrated 
by the real truth and inside information of the 
attempt to line up the Loew theaters in New 

York. 


“The Moving Picture Operators were under 
agreement in all of the Loew bouses, with the 
exception of some seven or eight theatess, which 
were taken over during the year thet the agree- 
ment was in effect. On Muay 1 this agreement 
was open for new claims from both sides, in fact 
I am informed it read that ‘If apy changes were 
to be made the party desiring the change must 
make their claim within thirty days from May 
1, 1917,” or the agreement would continne in 
force under the existing agreemept, Claim was 
made to include these geven or eight new theaters 
in the Loew Circuit under the same conditions 4s 
the other seventeen houses, At this same tine 
the Musicians’ Union submitted te the Loew pro 
ple an ultimatum that the erehestra ip the Lovw 
theaters should be all union, or the members of 
the Musicians’ Union would cease tg work in 
them. These facts were general knowlelge t> 
any person whe wes interested in the labor move 
ment here in New York; therefore it was no 
great feat to try and make jt appear that there 
was a mutual understanding between the three 
organizations, the actors, musicians and the stage 
hands. Without consultation with these forces 
he called his strike, and wheg be did he knew 
he was going to lose, for he had ¢@ declared him 
self to a mutual friend but a few days previous 
to this action, He took a long chance. He kept 
telling the members of the Rats he was to ger 
the support of these two organizations. Te did 
not tell them that he did not dare to demand 
thie active co-operation. He was on record at 
the convention of the Stage Emplogees in Cleve- 
land when he told the open convention that he 
did not want the stage hands to quit their jobs: 
all he asked for was moral support. This is a 
matter of official record. Thru the activity of 
the two Hebrew unions of actors, the original 
Actors’ Union locals, he obtained the support of 
the United Hebrew Trades, which organization 
made it look like a real strike in the Loew thea- 
ters in the Hebrew sections of the city: Whr 
he did not ask for the support of the Central 
Labor Unions of the city of New York woul 
make interesting reading. He cou!d not ask

HIT WRITER’S LIFE A LONESOME 
GRIND

ignores wvther writers entirely—or attr butes 


mot.ves to thelr activities that startle the ear 
of «4 listener. No government agent imagines 
more founded or unfounded ‘“‘plots’’ than does 


ur frend, Generous and liberal in every other 
respect he becomes extremely selfish when his 
own career is threatened, however indirectly. 

His friend may write short stories, plays— 
anything and everyting—and receive bis hearty 
support and co-operation, but he dare not aspire 
to write 2 popular song. Should his friend 
court the Muse which bas brought HIM fame 
and fortune, however innocently, the friendship 
automatically ceases. 

His one ambition is to clear the field of op- 
position. This can not be done with rival tirms, 
but it nay be accomplished in his own concern. 
Wee betide the individual who dares to short- 
circuit his path with an idea that the backer 
of his concern considers sufficiently meritorious 
te supersede the efforts of the star writer! 
Should the likely youngster come across his own 
path he suavely handles him with diplomatic 
tact. He refers to mysterious drders for 
*‘special material’ that he is too busy to pre- 
pare, but which he feels certain the newcomer 
will supply. Needless to say these orders never 
materialize, but they may keep the aspirant 
from bringing his ideas to the ‘‘boss.’’ 

He is supersensitive on the score of originality. 
He constantly Onds lines, words and phrases in 
songs succeeding on the popular market which 
are startlingly Ike lines, words and phrases of 
‘ong-forgotten efforts from his own pen, Yet 
he inay be shown a product of his own which 
precisely corresponds to something somebody 
else wrote long ago and feel that any suggestion 
of plagiarism is grossly unjust. 

He pictures his enemies (all hit writers have 
“enemies;’? ask one you know if this seems far- 
fetched) and ill-wishers closely scrutinizing his 
recent hits in the vain endeavor to find out 
what in the world made those particular songs 
successful. 

He likes praise—lives on it, in fact—but pre- 
tends to scorn it. His idea of getting the most 
out of life lies in nearly working himself to 
death while pretending to take it easy. 

He’s lonesome—incalculably lonely. He craves 
companionship, yet distrusts it intensely. He 
has a way of playing upon the sympathies of 
an outsider that makes him appear as an ex- 
tremely unfortunate individual, tho the world 
may be ecclaiming bim as a master all the while, 
The outsider who is lavish with the kind of 
sympathy our friend likes can name his own 
price for the companionship—that is, any price 
save some form of collaboration. 

Here we hit upon a sensitive point—collabora- 
tion. Of course, many ‘“hit’’ writers collab- 
orate, but it’s usually thru necessity rather 
than choice. While he writes with his words 
or music partner, he dreams of the day when 
he will be engaged to write both unassisted. [f 
that day has already arrived. he strives to pro- 
tong it, even tho he may feel himself drying 
up in one branch or the other. This is not due 
entirely to the remuneration involved—it is 
mostly attributable to pride. 

Sometimes he underestimates—or pretends to 
underestimate—the value of success in the field 
which he claims as his own. If our “hit’’ 
writer should belong to the semi-educated (self- 
educated) class to which most belong, he places 
great value upon education. He likes to hob- 
nob with educated people. tho they may be 
failures in the walks of life they have chosen, 
and places himself in a position where he fairly 
worships them, 

Song writing, by definition, implies control 
of a wide vocabulary. The successful writers 
who have not received their quota of ‘‘school”
